Inventions s I and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a 
single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown 
to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention the invention of Group I has 
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separate utility such as implanting the bifurcated graft in an invasive open manner. See 
MPEP § 806.05(d).
